It is propagated trom 
small bulblets which will make from ten to twenty 
feet of vine. and with its beautiful heart-shaped 
leaves, bright green peculiar foliage, and clusters of 
delicate white flowers, sending forth a delicious cin- 
namon odor, render it by far one of the most desira- 
ble climbers in cultivation. Planted near a door or 
win‘low. and the vine trained over and about it 
makes an ornament worthy the admiration of all. 

The tubers are frequently over two feet long at two 
or three years of age. and run straight down in good 
deep soil—fiesh whiter than supeifine flour, and 
equally as ood for table use as the best potatoes.
